BETA SIGMA PHI 
5OTH ANNIVERSARY 
1937-1987 


In Beta Sigma Phi Sorority, Life, Learning, and Friendship 
are all exemplified in a broader expression of Social, Cultural, 
and Service interests. Walter W. Ross founded Beta Sigma Phi 
Sorority in Abilene, Kansas on April 30th, 1931. Six years later, 
the first Du Quoin chapter, Illinois Beta Pi, was founded in No- 
vember 1937 by the following charter members: Gladys Cham- 
ness, Celeste Cook (Weinberg), Virginia Duncan, Virgie Jackle 
(Leach), Willie McElroy, Willie McGonagil, Maurine Theobald, 
and Director Florence Baird. On February 15th, 1938 they 
were joined by: Maxine Booker, Ruth Hungate, Marge Hollo- 
way, Noreen Ward, Pauline Stotlar, Nora Hardin (Kuehn), and 
Ruth Duncan (Huie). Ten years later, fourteen members of Beta 
Pi progressed to the next level of Beta Sigma Phi to form the 
Exemplar Chapter Xi Alpha Xi on October 28th, 1947. 

In October of 1955 Du Quoin’s third chapter was started, 
Kappa Nu. Soon after the arrival of the third chapter came the 
formation of the Du Quoin Beta Sigma Phi City Council to coor- 
dinate activities among the chapters. 

One of the highlights of the early years of the City Council 
was the Southern Illinois Area Convention held in Du Quoin on 
May 21st, 1961. 140 attended the event held at the newly built 
Sacred Heart Parish Center. Entitled “‘The Hambletonian”’, the 
event had the flavor of the classic harness race held in Du Quoin 
at that time. The hostesses donned jockey’s silks and the atten- 
dees were treated to a tour of the Hayes Fair Acres stables 
and grounds. 

From the late sixties through the seventies, the Du Quoin so- 
rority system grew rapidly. Du Quoin’s second Exemplar chap- 
ter was conferred in April of 1967 as Xi Eta Gamma. The third 
plateau of Beta Sigma Phi, the Preceptor Degree, was achieved 
in June of 1970 with the formation of the Alpha Eta Chapter. 
Two more Ritual of Jewels chapters were formed, Sigma Rho 
in November of 1975 and Tau Mu in May of 1978. The Exem- 
plar chapters doubled in the seventies with the addition of Xi 
Iota Epsilon in June of 1974 and Xi Kappa Theta in September 
of 1979. In September of 1979, Du Quoin reached the top level 
of Beta Sigma Phi with the formation of Illinois Laureate Nu, 
the highest degree conferred. The 11th chapter formed in Du 
Quoin is the Exemplar group, Xi Lambda Epsilon, started in 
August of 1982. 

The expansion of the sororities brought about an expansion 
of activities for individual chapters and the City Council. Over 
the fifty years of Beta Sigma Phi in Du Quoin, certain events 
have remained a tradition. Founder’s Day is celebrated each

year on April 30th. Members honor their Mothers in May with 
brunches and gifts. Throughout the years, various chapters 
have sponsored Easter Egg hunts for the children of Du Quoin. 
Currently Xi Iota Epsilon handles this project. Sweetheart 
dances were held every year with the crowning of chapter 
queens. These dances have evolved into benefit affairs to help 
various causes in Du Quoin with the most recent beneficiary 
being the Du Quoin Boys Club. In 1979 the Du Quoin Beta 
Sigma Phi City Council banded together to take on two major 
yearly projects. The sororities took over the sponsorship of the 
Du Quoin Halloween Parade and have turned it into a fine year- 
ly event with participation from all chapters. That same year, 
the Council started the Girl’s All Sports Banquet to honor the 
female athletes from Du Quoin High School. This banquet was 
the first of its kind in Southern Illinois and is highlighted by the 
naming of the Athlete of the Year. The winners of this honor 
over the years include: 1979 Kris Stacey, 1980 Kelley Stacey, 
1981 Rosalie Alongi & Vickie Baxter, 1982 Renee Dearing, 
1983 Loretta Ridgeway, 1984 Donette Wheatley, 1985 Kat- 
rina Phillips, 1986 Melisa Miller, and 1987 Lori James. 

A number of current Du Quoin members have achieved the 
Silver Circle status, that is, they have been active over twenty- 
five years.

In 1984, the Du Quoin chapters were saddened by the loss 
of two of their outstanding members, Rose Pullis and Judy 
Payne. Both had been active for many years and both had 
served as Du Quoin City Council President. Rose Pullis (1922- 
1984) was a member of Laureate Nu chapter and a respected 
educator in the Du Quoin school system. A Scholarship fund 
was started in her honor. Judy Payne (1953-1984) was a main- 
stay in the Sigma Rho chapter and her untimely death left a 
void in Du Quoin both in sororities and the entire town. 

1987 marks the fiftieth year for Du Quoin’s Beta Sigma Phi. 
A rich history of service, cultural development, and sisterhood 
has developed in Du Quoin and should continue to grow in the 
years to come.

Du QUOIN LIONS CLUB 


We Serve 


Lionism began in 1917 with the dream of Chicago businessman, Melvin Jones, who envisioned a club working not only for the better- 
ment of their community but for the general benefit of the entire world. 

The Lions Club motto is “‘We Serve.” The slogan is “Liberty, Intelligence, Our Nation’s Safety.” 

The official colors are the royal colors of purple and gold. Purple stands for loyalty to friends and also to one’s self, the integrity 
of mind and heart. The gold symbolizes sincerity of purpose, liberty in judgement, purity in life, generosity in mind, heart and purse, 
towards one’s fellow man. 

Objectives include maintaining a spirit of understanding, worldwide; promoting good government and citizenship; taking an active 
interest in civic, cultural, social and moral welfare of the community; uniting in friendship and understanding; providing for discussion 
of public interests; and encouraging men to serve their community and to encourage high ethical standards in all personal or business 
endeavors. In 1986 there were 1,345,797 members in 38,254 clubs in 161 nations. 

The Du Quoin Lions Club was organized in 1936, under the sponsorship of the Elkville Lions Club, with 21 members. Today there 
are 32 members. Illinois has twelve districts with sight conservation as their primary interest. To achieve this goal, they provide glasses 
for needy persons, maintain mobile units which test for glaucoma. Units also test for hearing problems, hypertension and diabetes, 
free of charge. 

Of local interest is the food basket program for the needy at Christmas for approximately 200 families. The list of community services 
is a long one. One project involved the purchase and erection of 152 street markers. Another project the Lions handled was the moving 
of the Library’s books to a new home. The Club was also responsible for building Lion’s Ernie Reminger baseball field. 

Lions took the lead in preparations for Du Quoin’s very successful 1953 Centennial celebration. For years they sponsored a ‘‘Miss 
Du Quoin” contest. More than 40 years ago they began the annual Lion’s carnival. Approximately $75,000 has been raised for commu- 
nity betterment programs. 

Other activities throughout the 41 year history of the Club have been: installed high school football lights, raised Red Cross flood 
relief funds, erection of a military honor roll which was dedicated by the Governor of Illinois, staged banquets for draftees, promoted 
war bond sales, bought baseball club equipment, bought refrigerator and air conditioner for Marshall Browning hospital, donated money 
for various factory funds, raised $2,000 for high school band uniforms, bought 93 acres and opened a city airport, plus enrolled the 
hospital in the eye bank. 

The Du Quoin Lions Club is proud to be a part of the history of its home town and congratulates the Perry County Historical Society 
for the creation of this historical book. 


KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS 


Du Quoin Council #1298 was instituted March 1, 1908. A Du Quoin Fourth Degree Assembly was formed Nov. 26, 1922. 

The four principles of the Order are Charity, Unity, Fraternity and Patriotism. 

The first Grand Knight was Frank Horn, Sr., with 46 others serving in that office since then. 

The Council met for many years on the third floor of Eagles building, which was subsequently removed after a fire in the building. 
The present Council building at 116 West Main St. was purchased and remodeled in 1952.

ANCIENT FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS 


Lodge 234 was chartered October 7, 1857 by the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois. The first full year of Lodge work showed 36 
members led by Worshipful Master A. W. Nason. Lodge dues 
were one dollar quarterly. Between 1857 and 1893 the site 
of the Lodge moved at least six times (renting at each location). 
Lodge 234 sublet their hall space to other social and fraternal 
groups such as the Odd Fellows, Royal Arch Masons, Good 
Templar Masons and Soldiers Aid Society. Activities of the 
Lodge during this period frequently centered on helping local 
distressed members and families, helping disaster victims, me- 
diation in member labor disputes and discipline of members’ 
public conduct problems. In 1893 the Lodge moved into its own 
new building. The Hall, located at 20 S. Division, occupied the 
third floor, with the balance occupied by a hotel business. In 
1944 this building sustained heavy fire damage. Lodge 234 met 
at the Elks Hall until 1947 when the building at 20 S. Division 
was rebuilt and remodeled with the help of Eastern Star Chap- 
ter 395. In 1952 the mortgage on the building was paid, and 
celebrated. In 1957 a large Centennial Celebration was held 
by the membership, numbering 262. In the mid 1960s Lodge 
234 organized to build a new Hall. In 1971 the Lodge decided 
to design, have produced and market a Masonic Motif Decanter 
(square and compasses). A total of 15,000 were sold for $10.00 
each and shipped to all 50 States and seven Foreign Countries. 
The new Lodge, located on U.S. 51 south, in Du Quoin, was 
dedicated May 20, 1979. Lodge 234 was named State Honor 
Lodge by the Grand Lodge of Illinois in 1984 and 1985. Today 
the Lodge has a membership of 230 and looks forward to a 
very viable future as a part of America’s Masonic Fraternity.

DU QUOIN CHAPTER NO. 395 





ORDER OF THE EASTERN STAR OF ILLINOIS 


Chapter 395 was instituted October 5, 1898 with Lottie 
Wheatly as Worthy Matron and Ed Musselman as Worthy Pa- 
tron. In 1900 the membership was 50. In 1924 Chapter 395 
membership was 171. August 1936 saw a fine reception at the 
Elks Home sponsored by Chapter 395 and friends for Worthy 
Grand Matron Elizabeth Davenport of Harrisburg, Il. The Chap- 
ter celebrated its Golden Jubilee October 29, 1948. In 1950 
Chapter 395 donated most of the money and work to complete 
the dining room and kitchen of the Masonic Hall at 20 S. Divi- 
sion. On May 30, 1953 the Chapter purchased new drapes, 
donated $100.00 toward air conditioning and installed a new 
Star Beacon at the Masonic Hall. October 20, 1973 the Chap- 
ter celebrated its Diamond Jubilee with 143 members — dues 
were $3.00 per year. Chapter 395 served cookies and coffee 
November 12, 1978 at the cornerstone laying of the new Ma- 
sonic Hall at U.S. 51 south, in Du Quoin. As of July 1986 the 
Chapter had a membership of 112. Chapter 395 is working 
toward rebuilding its membership which has fallen during the 
past ten years. The Chapter is proud of its history of support 
to the fraternity.

ANCIENT FREE & ACCEPTED MASONS 


On January 29th, 1850, a small group of Master Masons met in Pinckneyville, Il., and under authority of dispensation from 
the Grand Lodge of The State of Illinois proceeded to organize a Masonic Lodge — Mitchell Lodge #85 A.F. & A.M. The Charter 
for Mitchell Lodge was issued at Shawneetown, II. on October 8, 1850. Officers installed at that First meeting were Dr. S. M. 
Carter — Worshipful Master, C. L. Starbuck — Senior Warden, J. M. Hamilton — Junior Warden, Joseph J. Swanwick — Treasur- 
er, William Edwards — Secretary, C. Peters — Senior Deacon, W. C. Murphy — Junior Deacon, and H. S. Osburn — Tyler. 

Mitchell Lodge #85 prides itself with a membership rich in civic and community leaders, the most notable being that of John 
A. Logan, famous hero and General of Civil War days. Brother Logan petitioned for membership on March 18, 1851, received 
his degrees on August 15, 1851, January 28, 1852, and April 16, 1852. On December 1, 1852, the membership of Mitchell 
Lodge made a collection of two dollars and fifty-two and a half cents to be appropriated on the Washington Monument in Washing- 
ton, D.C. However small the amount, pride is taken in the fact that this Lodge had a part in the monument which still stands 
to the memory of Brother George Washington, the father of this Country and early Masons. 

With the growth of membership, Mitchell Lodge, began to outgrow its rented space and on August 17, 1939 the Cornerstone 
was laid for what is now the home of Mitchell Lodge #85. Improvements to the Lodge continue to be made with the most recent 
an addition of a chairlift for the convenience of the membership along with an overall exterior facelift including painting, new 
sidewalks, lighted flagpole and addition of floral trees and shrubs.

On the evening of June 18, 1893, thirty nine petitioners for a chapter of the Order of the Eastern Star, met in the Masonic 
Hall for the purpose of organizing a chapter, with E. W. Cover presiding. Results of elction of officers, were as follows: Mrs. Alice 
Mann, Worthy Matron, Mr. J. D. Strait, Worthy Patron, Miss Lonnie Youngblood, Associate Matron. 

On motion, it was decided that the chapter be known as Mitchell Chapter and in the event this name could not be secured 
that Pinckneyville Chapter be the second choice. 

We find recorded in the minutes stated July 14, 1893 - the petitioners for a chapter of the Order of the Eastern Star at Pinckney- 
ville, Illinois met at the Masonic Hall for the purpose of institution. Deputy Grand Patron, Wm. H. Peak of Jonesboro, Illinois, 
and Special District Deputy Grand Matron, Mary Hall of Anna, Illinois were present. The meeting was called to order by Brother 
Peak, after the reading of Brother Peak’s commission by S. S. Ritchey, pro-tem, the meeting was formally opened by prayer 
from J. D. Strait. The obligation was taken by all present. The officers elected at the previous meeting were conducted to their 
places in the following order: Worthy Matron, Alice Mann, Worthy Patron, J. D. Strait, Associate Matron, Lonnie R. Youngblood. 

Appointments of other officers by the Worthy Matron were announced and these officers were conducted to their respective 
places as follows: Secretary, Jessie E. Wood; Treasurer, Mary McNeil; Conductress, Belle McElvain; Chaplain, Julia Strait; Ada, 
Minnie Murphy; Ruth, Mary Ritchey; Esther, Emma L. Murphy; Martha, Estella Duckworth; Electa, Maggie Rushing; Warder, 
Ernie Gruner; Sentinel, F. L. Ulrich. 

Charter members present at this institution were: Mary E. Johnson, Belle Cover, Mary McNeil, Emma L. Murphy, Maggie Rush- 
ing, Alice Mann, Annie S. Ragland, Ernie R. Gruner, Clara Bowyer, Rose L. Nicholson, E. Duckworth, Estelle Duckworth, Julia 
Strait, Belle McElvain, Minnie Murphy, Maude Saulsbury, Jessie E. Wood, H. P. Huntsinger, Mary Ritchey, Esther J. Cull, Lonnie 
Youngblood, Pauline Ulrich, Katie Weingrath, S. S. Ritchey, E. W. Cover, S. L. Johnson, R. H. Huntsman, J. L. Murphy, R. J. 
Rushing, J. D. Strait, A. J. McElvain, J.K.P. Ragland, P. A. Gruner, Grant Bowyer, A. Duckworth, H. O. Murphy, W. E. Saulsbury, 
S. V. Shemwell, M. B. Maine, and F. L. Ulrich. 

On February 15, 1895, Mitchell Chapter received an invitation to go to Tamaroa to help institute Esther Chapter of Tamaroa, 
Illinois.

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DU QUOIN ROTARY CLUB 


This club was organized, March 31st, 1921, when H. O. 
Pope, temporary chairman called the group of 24 charter mem- 
bers together and announced that attorney Judson Harris had 
been named by the State Governor as local organizer. Harris 
proceeded, by naming W. W. Parks, Harry Sanford, and C. F. 
Kelly on the nominating committee to present seven names for 
Board of Directors. Named on the Board were, H. C. Miller, 
James Forester, H. O. Pope, C. G. Reagin, Jake Naumer, Joe 
Weber, and Harry Lancaster. The Board organized at once and 
named Miller - president, James Forester - vice president, H. 
O. Pope - secretary, W. W. Parks - treasurer, and Karl Pope, 
G. W. Allen, and H. W. Schroeder on the committee on constitu- 
tion and by-laws. 

The Du Quoin Rotary was officially recognized by Rotary In- 
ternational with a charter presentation and celebration, May 
24th, 1921. At 6:15 a special train pulled into the Illinois Cen- 
tral station. It announced itself with many and prolonged shrill 
whistles a long distance before it was sighted. The train carried 
three coaches loaded with members of the Harrisburg Rotary 
club. They were wearing high “‘plug” hats of gay colors and 
carrying canes tied with purple and gold ribbons, the Rotary 
colors. The ladies wore hats of purple and white paper, shaped 
in the latest styles. 

The Harrisburg club had with them, their own drum corps, 
that headed a parade which included all of the Harrisburg folks 
and the Du Quoin Rotarians and their ladies. They marched 
around several blocks and returned to South Oak Street, where 
cars awaited to take them around the city. We were told there 
were 122 in the Harrisburg delegation. This made a splendid 
crowd of enthusiasts. 

The charter members were, G. H. Allen, Dr. A. W. Daggett, 
Harry Eaton, A. W. Essick, James Forester, Dr. E. C. Harris, 
Rev. R. A. Harmon, Clarence Kelly, Harry Lancaster, Thomas 
Mifflin, Harry Miller, Jake Naumer, William Owens, W. W. 
Parks, H. O. Pope, Karl Pope, Cornie Reagin, Harry Sanford, 
H. W. Schroeder, Horace Sims, Joe Strickler, Joe Weber, and 
Judson E. Harris. 

The faded record book of the Du Quoin Rotary Club reveals 
that the idea for its 65 year old Honor Student Banquet originat- 
ed from a September 27th. 1922 motion in which, Joe P. Strick- 
ler, a member and then superintendent of city schools, was 
asked to perfect some way in which the organization could help 
improve the attendance and grades in the local schools. A final 
decision on the requirements to be met, to qualify as an honor 
student was made at the meeting held on January 12th. 1922. 
At the beginning, students from the 4th. grade through high 
school were eligible, and the high 10 percent of each class was 
invited to attend an Honor Student Banquet. 

All teachers and board members were guests at the early 
dinners, but the difficulty in finding facilities for entertaining 


such a large gathering later caused the Rotary Club to omit high 
school students from its program, and to invite only the superin- 
tendent and principals of each school.

PINCKNEYVILLE RURAL FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICT

On April 4, 1955 the Pinckneyville Rural Fire Protection District came into existence by a vote of the people as a tax supported 
entity. The district is an area approximately ten miles square surrounding the city of Pinckneyville. 

Attorney Howard Bagwill did the necessary legal work in its formation. The Perry County Judge, Michael M. Grabowski appoint- 
ed the following people to serve as trustees. William H. Schrader (1 year term), Edward C. Timpner (2 year term) and Bernard 
Kellerman (3 year term). The trustees organized as follows: William H. Schrader, President, Bernard Kellerman, Vice President, 
and Edward C. Timpner, Secretary. Fred Beck was appointed treasurer by the trustees for a 3 year term. 

The first fire truck (Chevrolet) was purchased in 1955, the chassis supplied by Hubler Motor Co. and the body and equipment 
supplied by Tower’s Fire Apparatus Co., Freeburg, Illinois. 

John Francis Reith was appointed fire chief. The lower north half of the Pinckneyville City Hall was rented from the city of 
Pinckneyville for the home of the district which is at 110 South Main St. Pinckneyville. 

The firemen and chief serve both departments. There are now 28 volunteer firemen serving both departments in saving life 
and property to the best of their ability. 

In 1957 a second truck (Ford) was purchased. The chassis was supplied by Everett Rice Ford Sales and the body and equipment 
from Tower’s Fire Apparatus Co. of Freeburg. In 1959 a (Jeep) fully equipped pickup was purchased from Towers Apparatus 
Co., and used as a brush truck to mainly fight field fires. This truck was replaced with a 1971 (GM) pickup fully equipped from 
Towers Fire Apparatus Co. In 1980 the 1957 Ford was replaced by a Chevrolet Truck. Chassis supplied by Hubler Motor Co. 
and Towers Fire Apparatus Co. furnished the body and equipment. In 1983 a fully equipped (GM) truck was purchased from 
Towers Fire Apparatus Company to replace the 1955 Chevrolet Truck. All equipment is kept up to date and in the best possible 
condition. 

The following trustees have served faithfully: William H. Schrader, Edward C. Timpner, Fred Beck, Bernard Kellerman, Chester 
Deal, Wayne Rheinecker, William C. Heisner, H. James Pick and Hugh D. Malan. The trustees are now appointed by the Perry 
County Board of Commissioners on alternate three year terms. 

The following attorneys have represented the district: Howard Bagwill, Don Johnson, Roger H. Seibert, and Donald Bigham. 

The present trustees are: H. James Pick, President, Edward C. Timpner, Secretary, and Hugh D. Malan, Treasurer. Jerry 
Smith is the present Fire Chief and Donald Bigham is the present attorney. 

Regular meeting date is the first Tuesday of each month at 7:00 P.M. in the Pinckneyville City Hall.

Tue Domestic Science CLuB 


In the early 1900s the big new product on the market was 
the Electric Stove. To advertise this item the companies held 
“Cooking Schools” throughout the country. Women were train- 
ed on how to use the new appliance, then pass on that informa- 
tion to homemakers in local communities by holding ‘“Cooking 
Demonstrations”’. 

It was probably from these schools that a group of Du Quoin 
women decided to form a club that would focus on new ideas 
in improving their roles as homemakers. They would explore 
all phases of housekeeping by having demonstrations of prepar- 
ing different foods, learning about nutrition, the art of serving 
and table decorations. 

This Club was instrumental in getting a Domestic Science De- 
partment started in the local High School. 

A Junior Club was organized on December 8, 1933, with 
Mrs. E.J. Hayes as the first president. 


DU QUOIN THURSDAY WOMAN’S 
CLUB 


The Du Quoin Thursday Woman’s Club was organized in 
1930 as a Junior Woman’s Club, by Mrs. Geral Morgan, District 
Junior Chairman and member of Du Quoin Woman’s Club. This 
Junior Club was very active. Their most outstanding undertak- 
ing was the creation of a Public Library for Du Quoin. It opened 
in July 1934 and operated until 1939 when the City of Du 
Quoin assumed responsibility for it. 

To make room for a younger highschool age group of girls, 
the Club dissolved and reorganized as Du Quoin Thursday 
Woman’s Club in 1941. 

Thursday Club appointed a committee in 1960, to spear 
head a group of interested persons to organize an auxiliary for 
Marshall Browning Hospital. The auxiliary was organized in 
1961. 

Thursday Club is a General, State and District Federated 
Woman’s Club with 20 members. It meets for a 12:30 luncheon 
once each month except July and August. The programs cover 


conservation, health, education, the Arts and Public and Inter- 
national affairs. The Club supports civic and federated projects.

Farmers Educational and Cooperative Union of America. 
This organization was active in Southern Illinois in the early 
1900’s and through the 20’s, but faded out in the early 30’s 
when the Farm Bureau became active in this area. 

Local #746-Cudgetown met once each month at the school- 
house. It was business and socially oriented. Various subjects 
of interest to farmers were presented. They also took orders 
and brought traincar loads of grain. Seed and feed oats was 
a big item early each spring. Each farmer member would buy 
certain amounts of bushels of oats and when enough were spo- 
ken for, a traincar load would be shipped to Du Quoin, Illinois 
on the Illinois Central Railroad. Two or three days were allowed 
for the oats to be hauled from the railroad siding where the 
traincar load was spotted. 

Each summer a big 4th of July Picnic was held at Harsy’s 
Grove, one-half mile west of the Cudgetown School. Large 
crowds would gather for the all-day picnic. In the afternoon, 
contests and foot races were conducted. Also a program was 
presented on a stage put up for that purpose. After dark the 
stage was used for a band stand and a platform was provided 
for dancing. Old, young and in-between all gathered to dance 
ballroom and square dancing. 

The picnic barbeque was also a big item. Two or three negro 
men would come out from Du Quoin two days ahead of the pic- 
nic, dig a pit and burn wood to make the coals to roast halves 
of pork and beef. The barbequed meat was sold in sandwiches 
the day and night of the picnic, other refreshments, soda, ice 
cream and candy were also available. Firecrackers were also 
a big item with the young boys. 

March of 1925, the Cudgetown Local went to DeSoto, Illinois 
to help clean up after the big tornado. Enough men went to 
help at three different farms around DeSoto. They made two 
trips about a week apart. The people they helped were so 
grateful. 

The damage at two of the farms was tremendous, only one 
or part of one building still standing. They had lost everything, 
but no lives were lost so they were thankful. 

Every fall before Thanksgiving a Farmers institute was held 
at the Pinckneyville Grade and High School. It lasted two days 
and school was dismissed for all to attend. The Institute was 
sponsored by the F. E. & C. U. of A. It was a mini-fair. Ladies 
exhibited canned fruits, vegetables and baked goods of bread, 
cake and cookies. Jellies, jams and preserves were placed in 
competition, too. Ribbons were awarded for each category. 
Needlework also had a large exhibit. 

Men showed grain, potatoes, turnips and pumpkins. Spelling 
contests were held for school children. 

Besides the Cudgetown Local, there were also locals at Baird 
School District, Denmark, White Walnut and Holt’s Prairie, just 
to name a few.

KIWANIS CLUB OF DU QUOIN 


This being the 72nd year of Kiwanis, we would like to give 
a brief history of the organization. This type of service club was 
the idea of a Detroit, Mich., businessman, Allen S. Browne, for 
the purpose of helping people within the community. The first 
club was chartered in the state of Michigan on January 21, 
1915, and’since has spread to all fifty states and 79 countries. 
The name Kiwanis comes from an Otchipew Indian expression, 
Nunc Kee-Wanis, shortened to Kiwanis, meaning “WE 
BUILD” 
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The Kiwanis Club of Du Quoin, Inc. was chartered on Thurs- 
day, May 29, 1969, at the First E & R Church and sponsored 
by the Kiwanis Club of Carbondale. A need for a club of this 
type in the community was recognized by several men and the 
effort was spearheaded by A. T. Atwood to charter a club. 
Charter members number thirty two (32) among whom were 
A. T. Atwood, C. G. Bauer, Rev. Wm. T. Branon, Larry Bul- 
lock, Rev. Wayne U. Dinkins, Rev. Larry D. Hodge, Robert 
Karnes, Ralph Krazer, James C. Neal, Vern A. Ragar, James 
C. Striklin and Wilburn Swetland. Charter members now serv- 
ing in the club are Jim Elkins, Charles W. Wilson and Robert 
L. Heape. It would be impossible to name all who have served 
through the years however the Club has achieved an enviable 
record for aiding individuals, organizations and other youth and 
elderly oriented programs. 

Basically, the Club raises money to donate. Fund raising ac- 
tivities at the present time are; Sale of brooms and light bulbs 
ona year round basis, annual Peanut Day sale, sale of sno-cones 
and sale of color books. Anyone desiring any of the above may 
call a member for information. 

In addition to the aid given individuals, the Club supports 
many organizations which include: Kiwanis Spastic Research 
Foundation, Boy Scouts, American Cancer Society, Du Quoin

In the early years they were rather serious in studying and 
working on programs of Literary and Civic interest. But all the 
while there was also the social side. Through the years they 
have had many good times together. 


PINCKNEYVILLE Women’s CLuB 


In 1919 this Club joined the Illinois Federated Woman’s Club, 
headquartered in Chicago. There were 74 members and Mrs. 
W.O. Edwards was the first president. 

In 1929 there were 84 members, in 1937 there were 101 
and in 1959 there were 4 members over 80 years of age. 

In 1963 one of the members, Mrs. Dean Bartle was elected 
he District President. 

In 1969, the 50th anniversary, the membership was 118. 
At the 1979 meeting plans were finalized for the annual Mardi 
Gras festival at Halloween. They have worked through the 
years with the local Chamber of Commerce to keep the annual 
estival alive. The object of the Club is to promote mutual coop- 
eration and general improvement of social and civic conditions 
and broaden public spirit in the community.

Pyatt Community 4-H CLuB 


Pyatt Community 4-H Club became a charter club on Sept. 
24, 1942. This is the oldest 4-H Club in Perry County still in 
existance. William Timpner was the first club leader. He had 
5 members; Walter L. Wild, Elmer Goetz, Bill Timpner, Richard 
Winter, and Kenny Wild. There had to be at least 5 members 
to start a club and they had to be 10 years of age. At this time 
Perry and Jackson County 4-H Clubs were together because 
Perry County had no Farm or Home Adviser. The first Exten- 
sion Office was located on the East side of the square in Pinck- 
neyville where Dots Cafe is located. This was their only office 
before moving to their present location. J. G. McCall was the 
first Farm Adviser and Jeanette Dean was their first Home Ad- 
viser. Mrs. Loa Runion became Youth Adviser in Perry County 
in July of 1947. At this time 4-H really grew in enrollment and 
Federation was formed. They also started another group known 
as Rural Youth. 

Pyatt Community 4-H Club was organized through the help 
of the Farm Bureau. They met in the boys homes and livestock 
was their only project. 

Henry Winter took over the club the next year and the club 
really grew in membership. Girls also became members at this 
time. Since this was an Ag Club, they also had ag projects. 

When the Pyatt Farmerettes 4-H Club formed, the two clubs 
would sometimes hold their meetings together in the Baird 
School. They would also have parties together. The only pro- 
jects the girls clubs had at this time was clothing or cooking. 

The boys had judging contests and also got to go to judging 
contests in Champaign, Ill. They also had achievement night 
at the end of the year. At this time they would receive their 
awards. 

Mr. and Mrs. Willard Milligan led the club for 5 years. Meet- 
ings were held at the Baird School with the Pyatt Farmerettes. 
After their meetings Gordon Eckols and Charlie Englehardt 
played music and the boys and girls square danced. It was also 
at this time that 4-H ball teams were organized. Santo Cicardi 
was the boys coach. They played ball at the Denmark Ball Dia- 
mond and at a ball diamond located on the ground now owned 
by Dan Middleton. The back stops are still there. The Rural 
Youth and 4-H Clubs put the lights up on the ball diamond in 
the Pinckneyville Fairgrounds. 

Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Pyatt then led the club for 10 years. 
Club members continued to play ball and participate in all 4- 
H activities. As in years past this was an all boys club. 

As the years passed, 4-H Club work began to change. There 
were more projects to choose from and the age a child could 
join lowered. 4-Hers no longer played ball. Ball teams seemed 
to keep the interest of the older child. 

The club has not changed much except we now have girls 
in what used to be an all boys club. We participate in all 4-H 
activities and are active in community affairs. We also try to 
have one family get together a year. Most of our club members 
today have had Mothers and Fathers in 4-H Club work. Thanks
